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Module  7:  A Better  World 
Section  1:  Cultural  and  Social  Issues 

In  Section  1 students  will  focus  on  how  youth  can  help  make  this  a better  world  by  volunteering.  They  will 
learn  about  young  people  who  have  made  a difference.  They  will  also  consider  cultural  and  social  issues. 
They  will  continue  to  improve  their  reading,  writing,  speaking,  listening,  viewing,  and  representing  skills. 

• In  Lesson  1 students  will  explore  issues  surrounding  poverty.  They  will  read  the  non-fiction  article 
“Reaching  Out  to  a Stranger”  and  the  poem  “Plenty.” 

• In  Lesson  2 students  will  examine  texts  by  Aboriginal  people  and  think  about  cultural  changes  that 
elders  have  experienced.  They  will  read  the  poem  “Grandmother”  and  listen  to  the  story  “Nipikti  the 
Old  Man  Carver.”  They  will  view  some  paintings  by  Frank  Howell  and  some  photographs  of  Inuit 
carvings.  Students  will  also  review  prepositional  phrases. 

• In  Lesson  3 students  will  investigate  the  experiences  of  newcomers  to  Canada.  They  will  read  “Laughter 
and  Tears:  Adjusting  to  Canada.”  Students  will  also  review  subject/verb  agreement. 

• In  Lesson  4 students  will  look  into  the  issue  of  child  labour.  They  will  read  “Free  the  Children.”  They 
will  also  gain  confidence  in  writing  and  delivering  a speech. 

• In  Lesson  5 students  will  consider  environmental  issues.  They  will  read  “Every  Day  Is  Earth  Day,”  a 
parody  of  “A  Christmas  Carol.”  In  order  to  appreciate  the  humour  in  “Every  Day  Is  Earth  Day,”  your 
student  should  be  aware  of  the  original  story  by  Charles  Dickens.  Your  student  may  view  one  of  the 
film  versions,  which  can  be  rented  from  a video  store,  or  your  student  may  read  the  original  story. 

Remind  your  student  to  contact  the  teacher  if  there  are  any  concerns  about  the  assignments.  Feedback  is 
important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often  offers 
strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
